For the first time since the present

, ing. While a deficit was estimated for 
last year, the year ended with a sur- 
plus of $188,019, This year the sur- 
plus is estimated at $21,989.46. An 
extraordinary expenditure of $130,000 
is provided for the cost of the gen- 
eral election, which will occur prior 
to August, 

While the net debt of the province 
had increased over eight millions 
during the past five years, over six- 
teen millions of the increase had been 
due to commitments entered into by 
the former administration, and which 
had to be carried out. These are 
principally railways and irrigation. 

Municipal and provincial taxation 
in Alberta in 1923, the last year for 
which statistics are available, totalled 
7.7 of production, the lowest of any 
province west of Quebec.

Alberta in 1925 led all Canada in 
the production of coal, crude oil, and 
natural gas, 

That paper could be successfully 
made from cereal straw had been suc- 
cessfully demonstrated, This would 
mean a great deal not only to the 
farmer, but in the opening of our beds 
of sodium sulphate, and development 
of the salt industry.
